A topaz weighing five pounds, re- 
markable as much for its clearness as 
for its size, is among the specimens 
brought back to Chicago by Dr. Oliver 
Cc.

ROWING grapes for grape juice 
+ purposes is becoming an at- 
active sideline for tarmers in 
he middie west. During the next 
few years many old vineyards will be 
rejuvenated and new ones started. 
Farmers in the miawest, particularly 
jn the states bordering Lake Michigan; 
are faced with a peculiar proposition 
when it comes to growing wine grapes, 
(alifornia is about the only place 
where the grape commonly grown 
in France can be successfully produced 
in this country. 
There are about five varieties grown 
in this section successfully, according 
to Dr. Ernest W. D. Laufer of Ar | 
lington Heights, a practical grower wen, 
a scientist who is producing new va- 
Suites of grapes. He is now tryahe | 
out 120 varieties in his vineyard, and 
has probably more different kinds of | 
than any other private indi- 
vidual grower in this country. 


Varieties for This Region. 


The Concord, Niagara, Brighton, 
Worden, and Moore's Early are the 
finds hardy. enough ‘to 
withstand the winters here. Howeyer, 
in- 
cuding the Delaware and Campbell's | 
Barly, but the latter is not considered 
suitable for this district. It produces 
a fine crop of fruit but freezes back 
easily, because it does not ripen its 
wood. When it bears, the fruit crop is 
so heavy that it weakens the vines 
and the wood will not ripen, not even 
when there is a moderate crop. 

The old standby commonly grown 
. gil around the lake is the Concord. It 
jp a steady bearer and will withstand 
the winters. Niagara is a seedling of 
the Concord; the former is a white 
grape, while the latter is black. The 
Niagara grape is grown fairly success- 
fully here and produces a good fruit 
with a fine flavor. 

‘Usually Moore’s Early, a black grape, 
produces a good crop, but it is a little 
slow in coming into bearing and is. not 
giways a sure cropper. This grape 
exists in several] strains, experts claim; 
some are more certain to produce crops 


than others. 

Worden a Good Fruit. 
‘Worden, a black grape, is hardy 
enough to withstand the winter, ripens 
early, producing an excellent fruit, but 
Has the bad habit of shattering and 
cracking. 

‘The Brighton is a red grape with 
@ fine flavor of fruit that is of good 
size, with an exceptional bouquet if 
properly handle. It is a strong grower, 
but haa the bad feature of not polienat- 
ing, being practically sterile. But if 
properly pollenized by having other |

Seeks New System 
of Rural Credit 


According |

EADERS of the farmers’ codper- 

ative marketing movement. 

which has spread all over this 

country with an appeal to pro 
ducers of all classes of agricultura 
products, have come to the conclusion 
that before codperation can be fully 
effective in the United States the rural 
credit problem must be solved. In for- 
eign countries where codperative 
marketing is successful a good credit 
system for the farmers was the first 
stone placed in the foundation. 

Some of America’s leading bankers 
and farmers believe a new financial! 
system should be built to supplement 
the present one. Bernard M. Baruch 
of New York, former chairman of the 
war industries board, on a recent trip 
to Chicago proposed a financial sys- 
tem to increase the volume of three 
classes of rural credit—for the more 
orderly marketing of crops, for raising 
and marketing cattle, and for product- 
ive purposes. 

Helping Small Producers. 

The proposed system would be for 
| the benefit of all farmers but is de- 
| signed primarily to meet the needs of 
the vast number of small producers, 
|giving them equal access to credit and 
\freedom to market crops at their dis- 
| cretion. 

The basis for credit ‘in marketing 
crops would be on certificates issued on 
products graded and stored in modern 
warehouses or elevators. The farmer 
would take this certificate to a bank 
and obtain credit in much the pregent 
way, or a new corporation would be 
established to loan money to farmers 
at a low rate of interest upon his note 
secured by the warchouse certificate 
representing marketable commodities. 

The finance corporation would be in- 
dependent of the present banking sys- 
tem and would issue its own obliga- 
tions, as is now done by the Federal 
Land bank. 

Borrowing Money on Animals. 

Cattle men would be able to borrow 
money on animals, properly inspected.

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GRAINS IN RALLY |

As was expected the grain markets 
proke rather sharply ih the early 
trading, due to the bearish construc 
tion placed on the government crog 
report. The active deliveries of whea 


were off, around 1%c from the pre. 
vious day’s finish, but the surplus in | 
all the pits was taken off the market | 
by commission houses on resting or- 
ders and a rally came toward the last

Continental exchange was higher, and 
while Washington denied that the Ger- 
man loan was assured the fact that the 
United Kingdom and the conti.ent 
bought wheat and corn in North America 
had considerable influence on sentiment. 

Wet weather has delayed harvesting 
of wheat in Argentina, and private 
caoles from there indicated that a reduc- | 
tion in crop estimates would be neces- 
sary. The trade forgot about the gov- 
ernment report shortly after the open- 
ing, and local statisticians were inclined | 
to be rather skeptical regarding the 
amount of wheat raised.

Total receipts of all grains at primary 
markets last week were 24,526,000 bu, the 
largest at this time since 1918, when they 
were 28,357,000 bu. There was a loss of 
300,000 bu for the week and a gain of 
2,300,000 bu over last year and 2,600,000 
bu over the five year average. Corn re- 
ceipts increased 600,000 bu for the week, 
and nearly 4,000,000 bu under last year’s. 
Cars are more plentiful in some sections 
of the grain states and short in others.

these winter mornings on upper 5th avenue 
vou will be eurprised at the nimber of 
women—especially the younger ones—who 
ate trotting about in tweed suits, felt hats, 
low heeled Oxfortis, and ribbed stockings.

Settling an Argument. 

Referring again to “La Juive,” one 
is gratified to learn with what faith- 
fulness the supporters of opera in its 

own tongue maintain their ideals. For 
years we have been eloquently in- 
formed that the original language of 
the composer is such a delicate eva- 
nescent sort of affair, so painstakingly 
studied by the composer when he came 
to combine vowels with notes, that any 
attempt at translation utterly ruins its 
color and fragrance.
